Roads not Permitted, 


Southern Pacific Loses 
Fight on Motor Route. 


Railroad Commission Rulings 
Affect the Southland.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—There. 
will be no increase in the rates 
oharged by the Pacific Electric Com- 
pany, operating electric railroads in 
Southern California for transport- 
ing petroleum products in carload 
lots, as a result of a decision an- 
nounced here today by the State 
Railroad Commiasion. The commis- 
sion denied the company's applica- 


tion to put its rates on a parity with 
those charged by Federal-controlled 
railroads. 

The Pacific Electric Company, ac- 
cording to the commission, failed to 
show that its present rates were not 
fair and reasonable to al¥ concerned. 
The company proposed that the 
commission allow it to make a flat 
advance in rates of 4%c per hun- 
dred pounds over its rates which 
became effective in June, 1918. The 
commission determined that this 
would give the company in some in- 
stances, a return of 235 per cent. 
over its original rates and that this 
was not justified. — 

APPROVE MOTOR EXPRESS. 


Despite Federal Railroad Admin- 
istration opposition, which claimed 
that the present freight and express 
service between Los Angeles and 
Santa Barbara rendered by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad is ade- 
quate, the State Railroad Comme 
tion today issued an order permit- 
ting operation of two automobile 
truck lines to carry freight and ex- 
press between those cities and inter- 
mediate points, 

The Railroad Commission ex- 
pressed the belief that the points 
affected were entitled to more ex- 
peditious service than now given 
them. 

The Santa Barbara Motor Express, 
an automobfle-truck line, was per- 
mitted to operate between Los An- 
@eles and Santa Barbara, via Saugus, 
Santa Paula, Ventura and interme- 
diate points and the Los Angeles 
and Santa Barbara Daily Express 
will run from Los Angeles to Santa 
Barbara, Santa Paula, Ventura and 
other points. 

The town of Chowchilla, in Ma- 
dera county, today was given per- 
mission by the commission to con- 
struct a crossing over the Southern 
Pacific tracks on Florence avenue to 
connect with the State highway, to 
establish a second ness street 
for the community. 

In granting the permit, Commis- 
sioner Irving Martin, who heard the 
plea, commented favorably on the 
hope expressed by residents of Chow- 
chilla that it may become more than 
“a one-street town.” 

GLENDALE DECISION. 

The Sycamore Canyon Water Com- 
pany was ordered by the commis- 
son today to connect its system with 
that of the city of Glendale, adjoin- 
ing it. The action was taken as a 
result of complaints by customers of 
the Sycamore company that they 
were not getting enough water for 
their needs. It is expected that 
the new arrangement will add 15.,- 
000 gallons a day to the Sycamore 
company’s system. 

REMOVE YUBA TRACKS. 


After the Sacramento Northern 
Railway has agreed to pave the 
streets from which it is proposed to 
remove its tracks in Yuba City, the 
Railroad Commission today ap- 
proved the railway company’s re- 
quest for authority to take up the 
rails. The trackage involves rails 
on three streets, 225 feet on one, 
778 on another, and 1400 feet on 
another. 


HAWAII JOINS COAST 
REQUEST FOR SHIPS.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 1.— 
Hawalian shipping men have joined 
Pacific Coast interests in their ef- 
forts to have more United States 
Shipping Board vessels allocated to 
this Coast, according to announce- 
ment tonight by the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerre. The Hono- 
lulu Chamber of Commerce today 
cabled Lorrin A. Thurston, presi- 
Gent of the Hawaiian Gazette, now 
in Kansas City, requesting him to 
proceed immediately to Washing- 
ton to join Pacific Coast representa- 
tives there. The Shipping Board 
is expected to give a hearing to the 
Pacific Coast interests Wednesday, 
it was announced. 


COMPROMISE ENDS 
TEXTILE MILL STRIKE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
The textile conference tonight ac- 
cepted an offer of 12% per cent. 
advance in wages for all textile 
operatives here, bringing to an end 
the strike which started this morn- 


ing. 

Virtually all the textile mills in 
this city, employing 38,000 men, 
were tied up today by a strike for a 
25 per cent. increase in wages. The 
demands were made by members of 
the National Amalgamation of Tex- 
tile Operatives, numbering approxi- 
mately 7000, and their leadership 
was largely followed by unorganized 
workers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Declar- 
ing that the raisins, which the grow- 
ers of California sold in 1918 for 
$110 a ton cost $185 a ton to pro- 
duce, President Wiley M. Giffen of the 
California Associated Raisin Com- 
pany showed before the Federal 
Trade Commission today why pres- 
ent prices were necessary to give 
the growers anything more than a 
bare living. Private brands of 
raising are no longer 
veloped at the expense of the grow- 
ers and so far as possible the pack- 
ers are to eliminated by the As- 
sociated, according to a statement 
of policies by President Giffen. The 
Associated ig for the benefit of the 
growers and ior the consumers of 
raisins, he said. 

Giffen testified that it was the 
present “fixed policy” of his or- 
ganization to manufacture and sell 
the raisins produced by the grow- 
ers of that organisation and not to 
sell hereafter to other raisin pack- 
ing concerns. He said that the As- 
sociated did not need” the services 
of the California Packing Corpora- 
tion, but that we have a contract 
with them which we are in honor 
bound to live up to.

Palmer Warns the Country 
not to be Stampeded. 


(BY r. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 1.-——War- 
time restrictions on the nation’s use 
of coal, more stringent even than 
those applied during the war, were 
ordered into effect today to avert a 
fue] famine. 

Moved by reports of growing 
danger of distress in numerous sec- 
tions, the government sought no 
compromise with striking mine 
workers, whose walkout forced the 
emergency, but asked for national 
determination to endure privation 
and discomfort until coal mining 
was resumed on its terme. 

Fuel Administrator Garfield, act- 
ing in conjunction with the Rallroad 
Administration, gave notice that 
hereafter. only the essential con- 
sumers included in the first five 
| classes of the war priorities list 
would be supplied with coal, and 
asked the help of all State and 
municipal authorities to make ra- 
tioning effective, 

The order cuts off supplies from 
all but transportation agencies, 
which includes inland and coastwise 
shipping, as well as railroads; Fed- 
eral and local government institu- 
tions and establishments, including 
concerns working on government

Officials said that the terms of 
the order were framed to allow the 
Greatest possible variation in local 
arrangements, so that emergencies 
could be met by action best suited 
to that result. Industrial establish- 
ments operating their own power 
plants will be forced to shut down 
when present supplies are ex- 
hausted, while the operations of 
thoee whose power is supplied from 
public utility plants will be curtailed 
or continued in the discretion of 
local agencies and officials. 

Dr. @®eid noted further that 
the goveNitment would be glad to 
leave supervision and control of 
distribution by retail dealers entire- 
ly to any State, county or mu- 
nicipality which may make provi- 
sion therefor. 

For the present the Rallroad Ad- 
ministration will not attempt to lay 
down a rule as to what is an es- 
sential industry. 

TO WATCH RATIONING 

These arrangements it was 
gested, would all be maintained 
while they proved adequate, but the 
Federal government would hold a 
final power to intervene by cutting 
off coal supplies where rationing 
meakures are not being fully taken. 

Officials were hopeful that the 
advance of 14 per cent in mine 
workers’ wages would result in get- 
ting some of the men back to work, 
especially in view of the fact that 
coal operators generally were back- 
ing up the offer. 

Members of a mine operators’ 
committee were in Washington 
watching the situation, and prepar- 
ing for a general session Wednesday. 
when details of application of the 
14 per cent. increase will be ar- 
ranged, but had not reports of work 
resumption. 

Atty.-Gen. Palmer called upon 
the American people tonight to “re- 
fuse to be stampeded by threats of 
lack of coal into concessions which 
will tnsure unreasonably high prices 
in all commodities for at least three 
years to come.” 

A statement of the government's 
attitude was made by the Attorney- 
General in a telegram to the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Moberly, Mo., 
from which had come a request that 
another conference Of operators and 
miners be called 

Mr. Palmer opposed further con- 
ferences, sayin a increases pro- 
posed by Dr. Garfield equalized the 
average miner's wages with the 
present high cost of living withont 
increasing the price of coal. This, 
he said, was fair to the miners and 
protected the public. 

PALMER'S WARNING. 

“The cost of living is now at the 
high point.“ Mr. Palmer said. To 
grant the demands of the miners 
would make the cost of living still 
higher. The new wage conference 
would run three winters, and there- 
fore would maintain a higher cost 
of living for substantially three 
years. Such a situation cannot be 
tolerated.” 

“In addition te this, Dr. Garfield 
suggested a consultative body to in- 
vestigate more completely the 
whole situation, to be composed of 
representatives in equal number of 
the miners and operators, and to be 
presided over by the Secretary of 
the Interior. Such a body would in- 
vestigate. among other things, the 
profits of the operators. If these 
should be found to be unreasonably 
high, the public should receive the 
benefit in a decreased price of coal, 
after the miners have had their 
wages finally adjusted on a (fair 
asis. I understand this plan is 
acceptable to the operators. 

If the miners return to work and 
agree to this plan, a way would be 
immediately open for permanent set- 
tlement. 

“In the meantime, however, the 
operators have posted the advance 
in wages proposed Ay Dr. Garfield, 
so that working miners will imme- 
diately receive the benefit of this 
increase. The production of coal 
now closely approximates 60 per 
cent, of normal and I have con- 
fidence that a sufficient number of 
miners will comply with the wishes 
of their government and respond to 
the needs of the people to increase 
this production tn the near future to 
a point which will supply the de- 
mand if economy and conservation 
in industry are employed. 

“Any other plan to reopen nego- 
tilations for a new wage scale be- 
tween the miners and operators 
would be futile and wiuld delay 
rather than advance production. As 
long as the leaders of the mineral 
organizations believe their awful 
strike will force the public into a 
condition of suffering and loss which 
will compel further incretsses of 
wages, continued conferences on the 
eubject will only result in influeno- 
ing miners not return to work. 

“hTe situation calls for the stead- 
fast support by the public of the 
government's position, as announced 
by Mr. Garfiel€. The public should 
refuse to be stampeded by threats 
of lack of fuel into concessions 
which will insure unreasonably high 
‘prices in all commodities for at 
least three years to come.” 

COUNTRY FEELS PINCH. 

The pinch of the coal shortage 
necessitated the adoption of severe 
measures to avert an actual fam- 
tne. A vacation of one month by the 
soft coal miners hag brought condi- 
tions like those prevailing during the 
war in many sections, but war-time 
restrictions have not altogether 
checked the drain on coal piles. 

Little hope was held out by om™- 
Clals for early production of b. 
tuminous coal in quantities eufficient 
to permit maintenance of the pres- 
ent reserves. Latest authentic A- 
ures show last week's soft-coal out- 
put did not reach 50 per cent. of 
normal production. This means, of- 
ficials explained, that loca] needs 
must be met from the supplies be- 
ing distributed through the central 
committees, whose stocks aggregat- 
ed about 22,000,000 tone, when the 
miners quit work. No figures were 
available as to the exact amount 
now on hand. 

While regional coal 

ting under instructions from 

hington have been doling out 
coal, further rigid restrictions have 
been agreed upon by the central 
committee. They will be put into 
effect whenever regional commit- 
tees are unable to meet the situa- 
tion with loca] regulations. Details 
have not been made public, but it 
le known that the plan provides 
for tremendous reduction in soft- 
coal consumption.

Charles Zueblin, lecturer and pub- 
liciet of Boston, was the speaker 
at the regular meeting of the Erell 
Club, yesterday afternoon.

The talk 
was timely and enlightening, in spite 
of a delivery which lacks suavity. 
“Nationalism ie faith; nationality is 
instinct,” he said. “We have got to 
harness instinct and make it the 
slave of reason. All the bloodshed 


in the great war was unreasonable, 


because it was purely instinctive. 
We cannot transmit acquired char- 
acteristics, but we can, and do, trans- 


mit.social characteristics.” 

Of the persistence of nationality, 
Mr. Zueblin said: “I have known 
Prussians whose grandfathers be- 
came citizens of the United States, 
and who were yet pro-German dur- 
ing the war. This is the atavistic 
Instinct of the tribe, and if it is 
persisted in it will destroy the 
race. We must find a common de- 
nominator for the nations, in order 
to do away with this greatest of all 
evils, nationalism.” 

Internationalism will make for 
culture, in Mr. Zueblin’s opinion, 
lust as a strict nationalism destroys 
the possibility of extensive and broad 
education. The question was 
touched upon from the civic, as 


well as the moral and educational 


point of view of the speaker.

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OVERNOR WAKES UP. 

There are waves of public sent:ment 
that break down the barriers even ot po- 
litical inclosure; and one of the most 
marked of these waves at the present time 


is the demand that stern justice, and noth- 


ing less, shall be meted out to radial 
unionists and members of the l. W. W. con- 
vieted of crimes involving treason, dyna- 
miting and murder. 


Gov. Stephens has finally found his voice 
to assert his conviction that Tom Mooney 
is guilty as charged, that he had part 
“in one of the most atrocious crimes—in- 
‘volving treasonable purpose—ever perve- 
trated in the history of ovr country.” The 
Governor says further: “Ten persons were 
killed and about fifty maimed by Mooney 
and his associates, evidently in sympathy 
with Germany's agents who were resort- 
ing to every desperate measure to thwart 


War.” 


The Governor declared his conviction of 
Mooney’s guilt in a communication ta Puul 
Scharrenberg, secretary of the State Immi- 
gration and Housing Commission and sec- 
retary of the California Federation of La- 
ber. Scharrenberg had written a commu- 
nication to the Governor to tite effoct that 
President Gompers of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor had appointed “five Call- 
fornia trade unionists” to wait upon the 
Governor and urge “that a pardon be erant- 
| ed to Thomas Mooney and Warren K. Bil- 
‘lings.”” The Governor declined to net the 
committee and informed Scharrenberg that 
if his committee had any new evidexrce to 
offer they should submit it in writiag. 

At no time has Mooney been denounced 
in stronger terms than in the Governor's 
communication to Scharrenberg, who he p- 
pens to hold an important State office with 
a big salary attached at the pleasure of the 
Governor. But The Times cannot forget 
that it was this same Gov. Stephens who 
commuted Mooney’s sentence from hanging 
to life imprisonment. It is not easy to 
understand how one who holds that “of 
Mooney’s guilt there is in my mind no q"es- 
tion” could have saved him from the death 
penalty which the Governor now says and 
which every unprejudiced person in Cal 
fornia has known all along that ho se 
richly deserved.

ures explain why Japan alone will never 


attempt to engage in armed conflict with 


this country. But the recent attitude of. 


Japan gives rise to the suspicion that its 
government might not be averse to mak- 
ing common cause with the enemies of 
America south of the Rio Grande.

We have spent much of our leis- 
ure the last weeks looking la the 
East San Gabriel Valley for à ten- 
acre orange orchard for a friend. 
The search has taught vs much of 
land values. It has emphasized 
knowledge that was already ours 
Orange orchards are in demand. 
Every day brings an interesting 
sale. 

Now if the search was for our 
selves it would be no search at ali. 


We would know at once. We would 
buy at once. To buy for a friend 
is a different matter. You cannot 
gamble for a friend. And there is 


u chance in orange growing which, 


like paprika to salad and tabasco 
to oyster, adds zest. There is this 
difference. At Tia Juana if you 
played long enough you were bound 
to lose. At this orange game if you 
play long enough you are bound to 
win. Orange growing is old enough 
now to make it axiomatic tat in 
ten years you win well F you play 
according to rule. This, in spite of 
freeze, flood, fire or market. Flood 
may come, but they never take all 
the land, not even of one man. 
There has never been but one gen- 
eral freeze and that one left the 
trees. The market may break, but 
ali the crop does not meet that mar- 
ket. Labor may be ecarce, but al 


ways the crop has been harvested. } 


Cars may be short and transporta- 
tion tmpeded by strikes, but atways 


/oranges have reached the consumer. 


The citrus association of South- 
ern California and their manner of 
conduct are the marvel of the whole 
industrial world. Economic experts 
and writers upon industrial prob 
lems are gent here to write of their 
methods of co-operation. There is 
no doubt that the growing, packing, 
shipping, inspecting and selling of 
citrus fruits is now on a wonderful 
co-operative basis. 

Orange houses have not yet had 
their annual meetings. Accurate 
figures are not available: but a 
manager of one packing- house, an 
orange grower, told me today thai 
never in the history of the indastry 
will there be so much money to d. 
vide among the growers as in thie 
just closing. The 
from oranges alone, leaving ont 
lemons and grepefruit and tanger- 
ines, in the part of the valler from 
the San Gabriel River to Tomona. 
will be not less than $15,090,000. 
And this is only a small part of the 
crange district. 

I spoke of rules of the 
There are many. Two are impera- 
tive. Never omit a fumigaticn in 
this part of the valley. Est'’mate 
high as to need for fertilizer and 
put on half again as much as your 
estimate. A neighbor of ours put 
on his ten acres the last two years 
a thousand dollars’ worth each 
yoar with adequate return. A year 
ago, When many orchards bore light- 
ly, another neighbor took 435,000 
gross from twenty-seven acres of 
Valencias. He had fertilized boldly. 

The surest proof that orange land 
is “good security” is the fact that 
today orchardists of long posecasion 
are adding to their holdings wher- 
ever they can. 

Just last week a friend bought a 
ten-acre piece for $18,500. That 
was a bargain. But twenty-three 
years ago this same friend sold this 
same ten acres, together with ten 
acres adjoining, for only $3000, An- 
other friend, an energetic voung 
man, has bought $300,000 worth of 
citrus land in this valley the last 
year. Five days ago he bought 
twenty acres whose crop the past 
year sold for more than 320,000. 
One ten acres of Valencias yielded 
its owner the year after he bought 
a net return a few hundred 4ollars 
more than the price paid for it. 

Every week new stories of similar 
import are heard in casual conver 
sation on the streets, in stores and 
socially. They may be the excep- 
tion, but they are not fairy tales 
and can be verified by the bocks at 
the packing-houses. | 

Oranges are listed no longer as 
luxuries, but as a food product and 
rightly so. They are the most 
wholesome fruit a child can eat. 
They are often prescribed by the 
physician. These seemingly insig- 
nificant facts raise orange growing 
to a high level. It is a safe, sieady 
and a growing industry with a wide 
outlook. The house of the future 
of orange growing is not dark. It 
is illuminated by a thousand can- 
dles of hope and reasonable opti: 
mism.

Abie accidents in factories and 
through the recklesgness of auto- 
mobilists on the streets and high- 
ways. .

Mr. Rasmussen explained that the 
National Council's Safety movement 
represents the cnneited action of 
more than 5000 business men in 
forty-two cities, and declared that 
80 per cent. of all accidents are 
preventable and that the time has 
arrived when their prevention is a 
matter of nation-wide economic im- 
portance. He deplored the number 
of accidents and deaths in Los An- 
geles, due to carelessly driven auto- 
mobiles, adding that unless immedi- 
ate steps are taken to check them, 
the problem will get beyond control. 

IS COMMUNITY AFFAIR. 

“Safety is a community. affair,” 

he declared. “I am told that you 
have an average of twenty-two 
Gdeaths here every month, due to 
automobile accidents. is de- 
plorable, and should be stopped by 
a concerted movement to educate 
the public in preventive measures. 
Everybody should work to prevent 
accidents.”

Japanese Trio Given Severe 
Sentences by Judge. 


Six Years and Fine for One 
Who'd Bribe Officer. 
Attorney Hints at Prejudice, 
but Withdraws Remark. 
United states District Judge 


Trippet yesterday imposed the most 
severe sentences meted out here in

migration laws, in the case of three 
well-known Japanese of Ber- 
nardino. 

Seiza Matsushita, formerly in the 
restaurant trade in that city, was 
given six years in the Federal peni- 
tentiary at McNeil Island, and a fine 
of $355. K. Fujanami, a laundryman 
at San Bernardino, was fined $1000 
and given six months in the County 
Jail. If the fine is not paid by to- 
morrow the judgment of the court 
will probably take on the complex- 
ion of a ponitentiary sentence. R. 
Oye, formerly president of the Japa- 
nese Association in San Bernardino, 
was fined $2000 and was given thirty 
days to raise the money. Oye is at 
the head of the Japanese vegetable 
growers in that part of the country, 
it ts stated. 

The men were convicted three 
weeks ago by a jury in Judge Trip- 
pet’s court, but before sentence was 
pronounced Matsushita had to face 
two additicnal indictments handed 
down by the Federal grand jury, 
charging him with harboring and 
concealing the three .contrabands, 
and also attempting to bribe In- 
spector Owen. The six years are to 
cover the original cofiviction and 
the plea of guilty entered yesterday 
to the two additional indictments. 
Oye and Fujanami were convicted 
with Matsushita, on 
charge of conspiracy, but had no 
other indictments to face. 

In asking for clemency for Oye, 
who, until the present prosecution, 
was among the leaders of the lo- 
cal Japanese in San Bernardino, 
former Judge Frank F. Oster made 
the statement that it was his be- 
lief that if Oye had been a white 
man he would not have been con- 
victed, but that the present preju- 
dice against the Japanese race 
something to do with it. 

Judge Trippet stated that, in his 
opinion, Judge Oster ought to with- 
draw such a remark, and the latter 
stated that he did not mean to use 
it in an offensive sense, but that 
at this time we are all suffering 
from prejudices that we cannot 
control. 

It appeared that after 
tence of the court Ove and Fujanami 
tried to get the Japanese Associa- 
tien to come to their assistance in 
paying the fines, but the petition was 
refused, the officers of the organiza- 
tion declining to come to the aid of! 
any of their race guilty of violating 
the American law. Fujanami and 
Oye are free on bond, and they have 
gone back to San Bernardino to 
make an attempt to raise the money.
